He had often 
dived from the rafters at the Natatorium 
to the poo! and his admirers bantered him 
to jump from Fads bridge, from which a 
number of successful dives have been 
made. 

He at first did not take to the sugges- 
tien and his friends dared him to do it.

Frank McCabe, aged .30, is dying at the 
City Hospital as the result of a bullet 
wound received at 7 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing from a bullet discharged from a rifie 
in the hands of Carleton Kelsey, aged 14, 
of 4389 Forest Uark boulevard, who was 
trying to celebrate the Fourth of July by 
shooting at a target.- The boy has been 
arrested. 

A little before 7 o'clock the Kelsey boy 
went Into the back yard, placed a target 
on the woodshed and began firing at it. 
He fired several shots and then heard 
some one groaning. 

He found McCabe, almost unconscious. 
At the City Hospital, where McCahe was 
taken, it was found a bullet had entered 
his left shoulder and passed through. his 
left lung. His condition is considered hope- 
less.

HAT KILLED 20 
RECKERS’ WORK? 


Mystery of the Thrown Switch in 
Wabash Catastrophe at Litchfield 
Leads Authorities to Make an In- 
vestigation Along This Line. 


FIFTY PERSONS INJURED, 
SOME OF WHOM MAY DIE 


Flames Swept Over the Mass of Splin- 
tered Cars and Some Pinioned Be- 
neath the Debris Burned Before 
the Eyes of Horrified Spey ‘ators.

The switch had not been used during the 
entire day by trainmen,. according to a 
Statement of Wabash Agent Charles A. 
Corneau. 

Another theory is that the train jarred 
the switch open by its htgh speed. 

This morning a wrecking crew arrived 
and are cleaning up the debris from the 
wreckage. 

The wrecked train was the Chicago lim- 
ited, filled with passengers bound for St. 
Louis, chiefly to attend the Fair. 

It is estimated that 700 persons were on 
the train. A complete list {f the dead has 
not been made up for the reason that the 
exact number is not known. The official 
estimate, including two who died -this: 
morning and those who perished in the 
wreck, is 2. Two more bodies were found 
in the wreck this morning. 

It was 5:40 p. m. when the wreck oarc- 
curred and the train was due at St. Iouis 
at 8 p. m. 


TRAIN MAKING UP TIME. 


The train was 20. minutes late and was 
running at an estimated rate of 50 miles an 
hour to make up time when it struck the 
open switch. 

With a thunderous crash, heard by per- 
sons several miles from the city, it dashed 
against the long iine of empty freight 
cars on the siding, splintering those near- 
est the place of contact and completely 
wrecking the others. 

The force of the collision was so great. 
the ponderous engine recoiled, flew into the 
air and turned completely around. facing 
cow pes from which it had been: run- 
nin 

The tender was broken from the engine 
and hurled over 100 feet further down tho 
track, shattered, twisted and a shapeless 
heap of iron. 

There were seven cars in the train. The 
mail, baggage and the forward passenger 
cars were split in twain and splintered and 
their unfortunate occupants either pinioned 
beneath the debris or hurled away and 
wounded. Thére was scarcely a passenger 
in those two coaches who escaped without 
injury. 


THE GREATER HORROR BEGINS. 

Then came the greater horror of the 
catastrophe. The engine firebox had been 
broken and the coals scattered among the 
splinters of the wreck. They goon gener- 
ated ilames that swept rapidly through the 


‘mass of tinder. 


The city fire bells spread the alarm to 
the populace, which turned out en masse 
with the fire department to fight the flames 
and to save lives where possible. 

The cries of those pinned down by the 
wreckage will haunt those who heard them 
to their last days. 

Valiantly and speedily, the rescuers 
worked, clearing away the debris where 
they heard a cry or saw a body, and many 
were saved in this way. 

One unidentified woman, whose ankles 
were pinned beneath a heavy beam, begged 
those working on the wreck to cut off her 
legs rather than allow her to finish in the 
fire. The rescuers worked swiftly about 
her until the heat drove them away and 
then she was burned before their eyes. 

The number that perished in the flames 
will probably never be Known. Some by- 
standers say three, some say five. The 
clearing away of the wreckage will not 
tell the story, for the bodies were entirely 
consumed by the fire.

NEW F¥ORA, July “Wholesome Amer- 
ican sehtiment, which demands fairness 
and equality in sharing the blessings of our 
popular iment,’ was urged in a let- 
ter from former President Grover Cleve- 
land, which was read at the annual Fourth 
of July ‘celebration of Tammany Hall. 

Mr. Cteveland’s letter was as follows: 

“PRINCETON, N. J., June 23, 1904—Dear 

| regret that my departure today for 
summer vacation plans I have 
for its enjoyment make it impossible 
for me to join the Tanmmany society in its 
celebration the coming anniversary of 
American independence. 

“It seems to me that present social and 
political conditions warn all patriotic 
Americans that there is need of a revival 
of popular sentiment and _ disposition. in 
which the declaration of independence had 
its irigin, which made it the foundation of 
a great nation and in which is found the 
promise of its perpetuity. 

“The intent of that instrument was not 
only to declare ihe equality of man; but to 
decree its maintenance; and the independ- 
ence it..prociaimed signified not only our 
ople’s freedom from a gov ernment which 
ina sked their consent, Lut also their lasting 
freedom in political thought and action. 
“No one can be so blind as not to see that 
these days of grasping and consuming 
madness in. the pursuit of wealth, with its 
coneequent indifference to political duty, 
there is danger that our social and indus- 
trial equality will be destroyed and our 
political independence made the sport of 
demagagues. 

‘The celebration of Independence day 
should above all things be directed toward 
a resistance to thees tendencies and to the 
promotion of a wholesome American sen- 
timent which demands fairness and equal- 
ity in sharing the blessings of our pop pular 
government and an unfettered Independ- 
ence day and effectiveness in the exercises 
of the political rights. 

“Nor should it be forgotten that the fa- 
thers of the republic delievred the results 
of their work unreservedly to the care and 
management of all the people. Nothing 
can. therefore, be more startling or can in- 
dicate a greater reliance by designing hy- 
pocrisy upon popular degeneracy than the 
imepudent assertion by a political organiga- 
tion seeking to perpetuate its ascendancy, 
that none not within its fold is either com- 
petent or honest enough to be trusted with 
governmenal direcion.

The foun@ationr of thé great: Wealth of 
iJ. P. Morgan was laid by the great fire 
which sw-pt New York city in 1835. At 
that time Mr. Morgan's father was a youth 


of 15 years and a dry goods clerk in Hart- 
ford, and his grandfather was a modest 
innkeeper. He was the proprietor of the | 
City Hotel in Hartford. When the flames 
swept New York in 1835 the Etna Fire In- 
surance Co. of Hartford was known to be 
a heavy loser. It had not then become 80 | 
great a financial institution that it could 
face such a loss without misgivings. Many 
stockholders became alarmed and began to 
sell their shares at a great sacfifice. Some 
almost were ready to give them away, in 
the fear that they would be heavily as- 
sessed to meet the loss incurred in New 
York. As was usual, such topics were dis- 
cussed in the hotel corridors and Mr. Mor- 
gan was offered such stock nearly as a 
gift. John Warburton, who was one of 
the wealtheigt men in the country, ad- 
viscd him to fake all he could get at these 
prices and advanced the money to him. 
The innkeeper began buying and soon had 
bought a majority of the stock at prices 
ranging from 2% to 10 cents on the doHar. 
Six leading men in Hartford then signed 
a note for $100,000, discounted it at the 
Hartford Bank and placed thé proceeds at 
the dispos2l of the insurance company. The 
company met all of its losses and wrote a 
large amount of new business. The result 
was a great boom for the company and Mr. 
Morgan found himself worth $150,000 when 
the tangles were straightened out. 

Mr. Morgan’s first thought was for his 
son, who was working as dry goods clerk. 
He decided that his son, Junius 8. Mor- 
gan, should become a merchant. An in- 
terest was bought for him in a large mer- 
cantile house in Boston. The firm pros- 
pered and in a few years young Morgan 
sold his interest for $500,000. Hie continued 
in the mercantile buainess for several 
years longer, however, and increased his 
fortune to the extent of $400,000. Junius 8. 
Morgan then determined to go to London, 
where he became a partner of George Pea- 
body, the American banker. Here he ad- 
hered to the same strict integrity which 
had made him succesful in his native coun- 
try, and he began to train his son, J. 
Pierpont Morgan, in the same way. J.-P. 
Morgan worked for years in the foreign 
exchange department of his father’s bank- 
ing house, until Be was recognized as one 
of the leading foreign experts of the world. 
He then returned to the United States. To- 
day J. Pierpont Morgan is believed to be 
worth more than §100,000,000.

The common estimate of the average 
vocabulary of educated people is from 6,- 
000 to 6000 words, but in this case the 
humber of words which are not used 
is enormously increased. A well-read col- 
lege graduate should be familiar with per- 
haps 100,000 words, while in the course of 
a year he might not use 5000 of them in 
hia writing or conversation. Shorthand re- 
porters find about 2500 word signs and 
contractions ample for representing the 
words which are commonly used fn pub- 
lic speaking.—Springfield Republican.

MANY HAVE BEEN PICKED UP 

» FROM BOATS BY STEAMERS 


Charge That the Vessel Carried Twice 

; as Many Persons as Her Capacity 
Called Yor Is Made—Stories of Res- 
eued Persons. 


LONDON, July 4.--The German steamer 
Energie, bound from Philadelphia for 
Fiubhing, which passed Butt of Lewis this 
morning, signaled that she had on board 
casiaways from the Danish steamer Norge, 
which foundered June 28 off the west coast 
of Scotland. 

The signals did not give the number of 
ttfoge on board the ship and leaves the 
death list uncertain, but certainly less than 
700, as was at first announced, as that fig- 
ure counts all dead except the 27 survivors 
landed at Grimsby, 15 miles southeast of 
Hull, jaet night by the steamer Salvia. 

The steamer Cervonia has landed 101 sur- 
yivor#@ at Sternway, Scotland, 

The Norge struck a rock in the North Sea 
last Tuesday, while a heavy sea was on. 
The waves wrecked the Yiteboats as they 
were placed in the water and the survivors 
reaching Grini@by thought only two had 
survived. 

The lost boat carried 700 emigrants and A 
crew of 80. The passengers embarked from 
Copenhagen and were Norwegians, Swedes, 
Danes and Finns, bound for tAmerican 
ports. 

No passengers were shipped for the first 
cabin And but nine in the second cabin. 
These inclwfed three Americans, Elizabeth 
“and Anna Buckley and Hilma Fleischman, 
residence not announced by the steamship 
company. The Norge was the oldest Dan- 
ish transatlantic steamer running. 

She sailed from Copenhagen June 22. She 
was last sighted off the Butt of Lewis 
(the northernmost point of the Hebrides ts- 
lands) on June 27. Rockall, the islet on 
which she struck, is about 200 miles west of 
the Hebrides. It is a dangerous reef, with 
® rock about 75 feet above water.

SURVIVORS’ STORIES OF THE . 
SINKING OF IMMIGRANT BOAT. 


GRIMSBY, England, July 4.—Owing to the 
strict enforcement of certain regulations 
and the fact that there is no Dasish con- 
sul here, all the survivors of the Norge, 
who arrived here on’ the steam trawler 
Salvia, were kept on that vessel all night. 
They were in a pitiable condition. 


This morning, in the dingy cabin of the 
trawler, the representative of the Asso- 
clated Press saw over a dozen persone, in- 
cluding five women and two children, hud- 
uled together. 

Three of the women were in a bunk, one 
Was lying on the cabin floor and the other 
was ieaning against the captain's berth, 
too bewildered to move. 

Two of the women pleaded to see a Dan- 
ish minister of the gospel, but the one set- 
tled here happened to be away. John 
Johansen, a gray-bearded man from Trom- 
soe, said: 

“When the ship first bumped most of us 
were below. Ail rushed to the deck I 
had my wife and five children with me. At 
first none of us was aware of what had 
happened and we kept quiet, but in a min- 
ute or two we saw the ship was sinking, 
and then there were shrieks and cries too 
awful to describe. 

“We had nearly 200 children aboard and 
they screamed with terror. Their mothers, 
too, were almost frantic, though some of 
them, calmer than the others, began put- 
ting their little ones in the rigging and 
oher elevated pisitions. 

‘So far as I could see the officers of 
the ship kept very calm, but the crowd 
was uncontrollable. Men and women 
began jumping into the sea. while oth- 
ers ran up and down, trying to snatch 
life belts from those who had them. 

“As soon as the first boat was got out 
there was a mad rush for her, with the 
result that she immediately sank. In 
this way three boats were lost. Mean- 
while, I had put my wife and five chil- 
dren on a hatch and implored them not 
to move until returned. When I saw 
other boats being launched I returned 
to fetch my wife and children, but they 
had disappeared. 

“Whether they had gone in another 
boat or been carried away in the mad 
rush I do not know. I am absolutely 
alone in the world. ~~, 


Boat Carried Double

“Our boat was crowded to 
double its proper number. All around 
us people wei. struggling in the sea, 
shrieking for heip and imploring us to 


take them in. We had an old sail and

“The five women behaved splendidly, 
never murmuring. All around us were 
hundreds fighting for their lives. The 
Shrieks of those who were left on the 
ship, particularly the children, could be 
heard above all the confusion around 
us. But it was soon over, as we saw 
the Norge sink in less than half an hour 
from the first shock.” 

Another survivor said most of the 
passengets on the steamer were going 
out to friends in America.

BRITISH STEAMER PICKS UP 
101 SURVIVORS OF NORGE. 


STORNOWAY, Scotland, July 4.—One 
hundred and one survivors of the Danish 
steamer Norge have been landed here. The 
British steamer Cervonia, from Leith, July 
1, for Montreal, brought in 32 shortly be- 
fore noon. She picked them up fro a 
boat in the evening, westward of the Butt 
of Lewis. They were in a woeful plight, 
nearly all of them being naked. One dead 
child was with the party. 

Shortly afterwards the German steamere 
Energie arrived with 69 persons rescued 
from the Norge’'s lifeboat. They all were 
terribly exhausted. 

The Cervona proceeded on her voyage, 
but will keep a lookout for other pvussible 
survivors of the Danish steamer.

Sends His Secretary to Administration 
Court, Where Speeches Were 
in Progress. 


The roller-chair pushers have struck. 

At a mass meeting of the pushers, hejd 
at noon at Administration court at the 
Fair, attended by about 160 young men, 
half of the number employed by the Clark- 
son Co. decided to walk out. 

The meeting followed a presentation of a 
demand to the officials of the concession 
company for a guarantee of $1 a day. It’ 
was made shortly before noon by a com- 
mittee of the roller men.

This was construed as an attempt on the 
part of the management to evade the issue 
long enough to enable them to/fill the 
places of the men who were lhikely to 
strike, so a meeting was immediately 
called for the Administration court. 

As the meeting was held in the open air, 
a large crowd gathered around the dis- 
satisfied roller men. Several speeches were 
made and a motion made that they strike. 
This was carried unamimously by a rising 
Vote, 

While the men were discussing other 
nee Collins Thompson, private secretary 
to President Francis, appeared and noti- 
fied them that they not hold their 
meeting: in the court. . 

The strikers adjourned to meet again out- 
side of the Lindell entrance, where they 
will lay plans for carrying on their. strike, 

The strike leaves the concession com- 
pany with only half a force for rolling 
Fourth of July Fair visitors, but they say 
they will be able to fill the places of the 
pene: ANd in a day or two. 

The strikers do not think there will be 
such a rush for their jobs when it is known 
that the pushers, under present conditions, 
cannot make cnough to pay board bills, as 
they claim.

BEGGED FOR MAR

Tried to Save Samuel Kahn From 
Prosecution After Causing Ar- 
rest for Bigamy. 


POLICE REFUSE TO CONSENT 


Women Weep on Each Other’s Necks 
and Declare Neither Will Live 
With Him Again. 

Samuel Kahn was confronted in Capt. 
Johnson's office at the Fourth District 
Police station, this morning, by two wom- 
en who claim that they are both married 
to him. The first wife had followed him 

from Russia. 

Both women cried bitterly and begged 
that he be not proseouted, both stating 
that they would never live with him again, 
but asking immunity for him that he 
might support his six children, four by 
his first wife and two by his second. 

During all of the talk Kahn sat with 
a hangdog expression, replying only to such 
questions as wer asked him. 

Durfpg the first part of the interview 
in thg captain's office when wife No. 1 
was the only one present, Capt. Johnson 
reached into a drawer in the desk and 
brought forth a gold watch, asking Mrs. 
Kahn ff she could identify it. 

With a cry she seized it and began to 
cry bitterly, saying through an interpreter, 
as she speaks only Hebrew, that M was 
one that she had had made in Russia and 
given her recreant husband on their wéd- 
ding day. It is a valuable timepiece, hav- 
ing a complete calendar and with Kahn's 
monogram in raised letters on the cover. 

When the cover was opened, disclosing a 
photograph of wife No. 2, the grief of the 
first wife was turned ‘to scorn and she sar- 
castically remarked that she did not see 
that he had bettered himself so far as 
looks were concerned by his second mar- 
riage. 

When Mrs. Kahn, who is a delicate little 
woman of refined Appearance and manner, 
was ushered into the captain's office, wife 
number one gazed on her with scorn, t 
the younger woman for a time and t 
broke into tears. again. For a time there 
was no sound but the sobs of the two 
women. Then Mrs. Kahn number two went 
to the first wife and, throwing her arms 
about the neck of the woman with the prior 
claim, begged that she would not prosecute 
the husband, but that both be allowed to 
combine and compel Kahn to support their 
children, as she would no longer live with 
a man who had proven so false. 

After considerable parleying. they both 
asked that the man be released and that 
the women be allowed to get divorces and a 
decreas compelling him to support the chil- 

ren 

To this Capt. Johnson would not consent, 
stating thal a man who had proven him- 
self of such a mean character must be 
prosecuted and that if neither of the women 
would prosecute he would have the arrest- 
ing officer swear out the warrant, 
wife number two as a witness. 

During the talk Mrs. Kahn No. 1 
cused her husband of having’ forged checks 
to the amount of $1000 and stated that it 
wae to a arrest that he left the city 
of Rostow DD. Russiafi where they had 
been married. This Kahn denied and stated 
that he would much prefer going back 
there to face the charges than to be com- 
pelled face the charge of bigamy here. 

Mrs. ahn No. 1 showed papers proving 
that they had been married arch 21, 
by 2 roa me Esme ag Mrs. Kahn had a 
marriage certificate dated in St:

Eighteen years ago, according to the first 
Mrs. Kahn, she and the man undar arre 
were married in Moscow. Five years ago 
he left for America, promising to send 
money to enable her and the children to 
follow him. 

His letters grew fewer and finally ceased. 
After three years’ waiting, Mrs... Kahn 
Started for America Her means were 
scanty, but she reached New York in 1902. 
hee ty she learned Kahn had gone to Cleve- 
an ; 

Mrs. Kahn worked and saved until she 
hud enough to continue her ourney to 
Cleveland. She finally reache there, to 
find Kahn had come to 8t. Louis. The 
work of saving for the rest of the jéurney 
was finally completed, and last week Mrs. 
Kahn reached St. Louis penniless.
